Reason: This amendment provides for final payment and closeout of 
the professional services contract for the design of Stroger 
Hospital of Cook County. The post substantial completion 
services extended beyond the six months provided for in the 
contract. Design professionals were on-site responding to 
regulatory bodies, resolving contractor questions, and 
performing construction observation through December 2002, 
the month the hospital opened. The contract could not be 
closed out until final disposition of all related claims. This 
budget was approved by the Board of Commissioners on June 
22, 1994.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2, Article VII, Section 
2-585 (d) of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-585. Limitations of Contributions to Candidates and Elected Officials. 

(d) For purposes of Subsection (a) of this section, "done business" or "doing business" means 
any one or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the County or any 
County agency in excess of $10,000.00 in any 12-consecutive months. “Done business” or “doimz 
business” also means legal representation or consulting before the Board of Review or providinu legal 
representation or consulting for appeals to the Cook County Assessor in any twelve consecutive months, 
the aggregate market value of which would exceed $10.000.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2, Article VII, Section 
2-589 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-589. Generally. 

(a) Officers and employees shall file verified written statements of economic interests as 
required by the Illinois Governmental Ethics Act, 5 ILCS 420/4A-101 et seq. All statements shall be 
available in electronic form for examination and duplication by the Board of Ethics upon request. 
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(b) The Board of Review and the Cook County Assessor shall post all property tax appeals 
on the Internet. The information posted shall include the application, the disposition of the appeal, the 
property address, the attorney of record, and the basis for the disposition.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
INTERNET ADVERTISING ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 2, Article IV, Division 
7, Section 2-320 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-320. Internet Advertising Ordinance. 

(a) Definitions. The following terms used in this Ordinance shall have the meanings as set forth 
below: 

Advertising means internet advertising, which may include, but is not limited to, banners and icons 
that may include links to commercial and/or non-commercial Internet sites. Internet advertising shall 
not include “spy-ware”, “mal-ware” and/or any “viruses” and/or programs considered to be 
malicious. 

Website means the Cook County Assessor’s Office site, website, Internet page, and/or web page, with 
the Internet address www.cookcountvassessor.com : this website is meant to provide the public with 
information pertaining to the assessment process and property assessments. Website also means the 
Cook County Treasurer’s Office site, website. Internet page, and/or web page, with the Internet 
address www.cookcountytreasurer.com; this website is meant to provide the public with information 
pertaining to the property tax billing and payment process . 

(b) The Cook County Assessor is herein authorized to place commercial and non-commercial 
advertising on the Cook County Assessor’s website, at the Assessor’s discretion and the Cook County 
Treasurer is herein authorized to place commercial and non-commercial advertising on the Cook County 
Treasurer’s website, at the Treasurer’s discretion . 

The Assessor’s Office and the Treasurer’s Office may make separate or joint requests for proposals for 
the purpose of identifying potential advertisers. 
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(c) The Assessor's Office and the Treasurer's Office will identify qualified advertisers and qualified 
advertising material by reviewing the submissions pursuant to the policy considerations as stated in 
Exhibit A (the Internet Advertising Guidelines). The guidelines are for the purpose of establishing 
standards for the acceptance of advertisements for the website and may be amended bv the Assessor's 
Office and the Treasurer’s Office if necessary. 

(d) The Assessor's Office and the Treasurer's Office is are authorized to enter into agreements , either 
separately or together, with qualified advertisers for the purpose of providing advertising space on the 
website and charge a fee for that service. The fee charged shall be based on the contract for services 
between either the Assessor's office or the Treasurer's Office and the advertiser. 

(e) The respective websites shall be used exclusively to provide information from the Cook County 
Assessor or the Cook County Treasurer to the public and shall not be used as a public forums.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY WASTE MANAGEMENT AND ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT FUNDS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 30, Article II, Division 
9, Sections 30-290 and 291 of the Cook County Code are hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 30-290. Waste management fund. 

There is hereby created the Cook County Waste Management Fund. The fund shall be used for 
solid waste management purposes, including long-term monitoring and maintenance of transfer 
stations, planning, implementation, inspection, enforcement, operational expenses for personnel, 
equipment procurement and other activities. 

Sec. 30-291. Environmental management fund. 

There is hereby created the Cook County Environmental Management Fund. The fund shall be 
used for environmental management purposes, including but not limited to consulting fees, long¬ 
term monitoring and maintenance of air pollution emitting sites, environmental initiative 
planning, implementation, inspection, enforcement, operational expenses for personnel, 
equipment procurement and other activities consistent with activities of the Cook County 
Environmental Control Ordinance. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage. 
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In accordance with Cook County Code Section 2-108(h)(1), Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by 
Commissioner Butler, moved to suspend the rules so that this matter may be considered. The motion 
carried unanimously.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, the governor’s “gross receipts tax plan*' is a massive tax on Illinois goods and services; and 

WHEREAS, this tax comes off the top of what an employer takes in, whether a company is making a 
profit or losing money; and 

WHEREAS, although the tax is being sold to the public as one that only impacts business entities 
bringing in over $1 million per year in gross revenues, these costs will be passed along to consumers 
regardless of income, thus making it a regressive tax that hurts everyone, particularly those with limited 
means; and 

WHEREAS, the repetitive taxation of a single item would drive up the cost of doing business in Cook 
County, thus costing Cook County jobs by making products and services purchased here more expensive 
and Cook County employers less competitive in the marketplace; and 

WHEREAS, the gross receipts tax would result in Cook County losing citizens, consumers and tax 
dollars, and have a drastic impact on our schools and healthcare facilities; and 

WHEREAS, according to census population estimates. Cook County posted the third largest population 
decline in the nation, losing 88,000 residents by 2001, a problem that will be exacerbated even further by 
the imposition of a gross receipts tax. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Cook County Board of 
Commissioners does hereby urge the Illinois General Assembly to oppose and defeat the gross receipts 
tax in order to protect the interests of Cook County consumers and residents; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby urge 
Governor Rod Blagojevich to abandon this draconian tax proposal and work with members of the Illinois 
General Assembly to devise a more practical means of funding state operations.

WHEREAS, this new monthly detailed revenue report from the Bureau will be established in that same 
vain. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners directs that as of May 1, 2007 the Bureau of Health Services issue said report on a 
monthly basis to keep the President and Board of Commissioners apprised of the Bureau's Financial 
situation.

Your Committee on Health and Hospitals of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant 

to notice on Thursday, March 22, 2007 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County 

Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 
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Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

283388 DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH, by Stephen A. Martin, Jr., Ph.D., M.P.H., Chief 

Operating Officer, transmitting a Communication, dated November 16, 2006: 

requesting to receive and file the following reports for the Suburban Cook County 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium District: 

1. Suburban Cook County Tuberculosis Sanitarium District 2005 Annual Report; 
and 

2. Suburban Cook County Tuberculosis Sanitarium District 2005 Annual Financial 
Report year ended May 31,2005 and 2005 Independent Auditor’s Report; and 

3. Suburban Cook County Tuberculosis Sanitarium District 2006 Annual Financial 
Report year ended May 31, 2006 and 2006 Independent Auditor’s Report. 

*Referred to the Committee on Health and Hospitals on 12/06/06. 

Chairman Butler called on Dr. Stephen A. Martin, Jr., Chief Operating Officer, Department of Public 
Health, to address the Commissioners on the reports for the Suburban Cook County Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium District. 

Dr. Martin addressed the Commissioners regarding the reports for the Suburban Cook County 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium District. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County 
Clerk.) 

Dr. Martin asked Dr. Michael O. Vernon, Director, Communicable Disease Control and Prevention 
Program for the Department of Public Health, to address the Committee about the facts of tuberculosis. 
(The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Commissioner Collins asked if the transfer that was ordered by the legislation included the transfer of the 
taxing authority as well; so that the County would be able to levy special taxes. 

Dr. Martin stated that the language was not put into the bill; however as a Home Rule County the Board 
has the authority to reinstate the levy or raise its current property taxes to address that issue. 

In response to Commissioner Collins’s question regarding the staffing issue, Dr. Martin stated that 
currently in the department there is no staff available to take on the additional prevention and control 
activities. Further, Dr. Martin stated that the current Communicable Disease Control and Prevention 
Program staff is responsible for eighty diseases at the present time. According to State Law the 
employees of the district would come over as well. In conclusion Dr. Martin stated that he has not 
notified the Districts employees, he is waiting to first come before the County Board and present the issue 
and then go back to them and share with them that he has spoken to the County Board and that they are 
aware of the issue and the transition. 

Commissioner Collins asked how many of the facilities now have long term leases. 

Dr. Martin stated that there is only one facility which is the old Sanitarium Facility or the old hospital in 
West Suburban Hinsdale that has a lease with a specialty hospital that runs until the year 2012. 
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Commissioner Collins asked how much does the lease generate. 

Dr. Martin responded that it generates less than a $1 million per year. 

Commissioner Collins asked if the County was planning on selling the other sites. 

Dr. Martin stated that the County needs to keep using the current sites until the program is set. 
Commissioner Daley asked when the plan will be completed. 

Dr. Martin responded tentatively May 2007. 

Dr. Martin stated that when the tax levy does dissolve, the County may not be able to go back and receive 
the funds for the second installment of FY2006. 

Commissioner Daley asked if the levy is in the legislation, would Dr. Martin have to go back and correct 
it. 

Dr. Martin stated that he will definitely investigate it and will notify the Commissioners in writing what 
the State’s Attorney, the State of Illinois and the General Assembly say in regards to the levy issue. 

Commissioner Daley asked Dr. Martin whether he would need to go back to Springfield. 

Dr. Martin stated that he will go back and check, but because Cook County is a Home Rule County, the 
County does not believe the General Assembly needs to act. 

In response to Commissioner Sims's question regarding the empty buildings at Oak Forest Hospital of 
Cook County, Dr. Martin responded that he has approached Dr. Simon in regards to the lease for the 
Department of Public Health which runs out in 2008; and not only looking at the department but also the 
Tuberculosis (TB) Program and whether it can be consolidated into any open facility on the county 
grounds. 

Commissioner Sims asked how individuals are being notified to let them know that there will no longer 
be a Tuberculosis Sanitarium District, and that it will be folded in with the Cook County Department of 
Public Health. 

Dr. Martin stated that the Department of Public Health has not done anything at this time, but as time 
draws near they will use the normal communication channels because he wants the residents to feel 
confident. 

Commissioner Sims asked where the funds will come from. 

Dr. Martin stated that currently the district uses some resources to get the word out, but also it is included 
in the district's community awareness budget. 

Commissioner Sims inquired whether the Tuberculosis Sanitarium District has any staff that writes 
grants. 

Dr. Martin stated that the Tuberculosis Sanitarium District is not in the traditional categories where you 
would write grants for it. It is one that is funded. 
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Commissioner Peraica stated that he has a concern about the financial obligation that is placed on the 
Suburban Cook County taxpayers and all of Cook County taxpayers as a whole. 

In response to Commissioner Peraica’s comments regarding the overall cost of treatment, the Forest Park 
site and the professional fees and legal services, Dr. Martin stated that the fees that Commissioner Peraica 
saw were identified in the ‘Timebomb book’' and throughout the nation in the ‘80s there was a switch 
from doing inpatient treatment and moving towards direct observed therapy which brought down the cost 
and what the Commissioner is seeing now is actually the true cost of the direct observe theory which is 
the global way to treat, prevent and care for TB. In regards to the Forest Park site, Dr. Martin stated that 
he will be looking at all options and it will be the will of the Board in terms of how they want to direct 
him at that site. Further, Dr. Martin stated that President Stroger's office has spoken to him in reference 
to the Forest Park site and to come up with a plan; but what he is concerned about at this time is to ensure 
that he is providing the program at its cheapest cost and to continue a smooth transition. In regards to the 
professional fees, the District has no financial individuals hired, the District is paying an accounting firm 
to provide the Financial services; there will be issues in terms of putting all of the accounts together with 
the Chief Financial Officer who has a $3 billion dollar budget to look after and now they will also have to 
focus their attention on a $6 million dollar program. Finally, in terms of the legal costs, $100,000.00 has 
been budgeted but has not been spent and there is no intent of spending the $100,000.00. 

Commissioner Peraica asked what is the liability for the employees to contribute into the Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund (IMRF). 

Dr. Martin stated that preliminary the County understands that if you are an employee of the District and 
you’re in IMRF you would conclude your time in that program at the dissolution, and going forward 
those employees would contribute to the County’s pension plan and if the employee chooses they will 
have retirement from both of the plans. In conclusion Dr. Martin stated that this is one of the issues that 
he is addressing with the attorneys as well as the IMRF and the County Pension Board to really solidify 
those issues which will be addressed in the transitional plan. 

Commissioner Peraica asked the time frame that the Commissioners will receive the evaluated report. 

Dr. Martin stated that he will be before the Board hopefully in May with the report and other items for the 
Board to discuss. 

Chairman Butler asked how the City of Chicago fits into the Tuberculosis Sanitarium District. 

Dr. Martin responded that they are the County’s partner and continue to be at the table with the County as 
we plan because the City of Chicago has concerns that disease knows no boundary. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Sims, moved to receive and File Communication

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners (the Board") has enacted 
Ordinance 03-0-31 [Sec 34-153(f)], an amendment to Cook County Contracting and 
Purchasing Ordinance (the ‘'Ordinance"), that sets forth the procedure by which the 
Board may designate certain surplus, obsolete and/or unusable personal property, 
equipment or other property of the County as Assets for distribution as charitable 
donations; and 

WHEREAS, certain personal property that is surplus, obsolete or unusable to the County 
has been inventoried following the opening of Stroger Hospital of Cook County, which 
personal property is set forth on Exhibit A submitted herewith and incorporated therein 
(the “Assets"); and 

WHEREAS, the County desires to donate some or all of the Assets to legitimate 
nonprofit organizations, or local or foreign governmental entities for the public purpose 
of treating and controlling diseases that may be spread worldwide, thereby affecting the 
United States including the County of Cook and its residents; and 
WHEREAS, the Office of the President of the Board has the responsibility, pursuant to 
the guidelines set forth in the Ordinance, for determining the recipient(s) of the Assets, 
with approval by the Board; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the President of the Board has determined that the government 
of Nairobi, Kenya is a foreign governmental entities that has expressed an interest in 
receiving some or all of the Assets for use in the promotion of health through 
enhancement of medical or educational services in their respective countries. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that pursuant to the provisions of the 
Ordinance, the Board determines that the Assets are surplus, obsolete and/or unusable 
personal property and that: (1) the Assets are not needed by any department or division of 
the County; (2) the Assets are of a type that would provide a beneficial service in either 
the medical or education fields to another entity; and (3) the Intended Recipient, as 
hereinafter defined, is a foreign legitimate nonprofit organization; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Board approves the designation of Nairobi, 
Kenya as the intended recipient (the “Intended Recipient") of some or all of the Assets to 
the Intended Recipients; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that subject to the satisfaction by the Intended 
Recipient of all requirements imposed by the Office of the President or by applicable law 
as appropriate to accomplish the transfer of the Assets, the President of the Board is 
hereby authorized to transfer title to some or all of the Assets to the Intended Recipient 
for the purposes described in this Resolution. Pursuant thereto, the President of the 
Board is authorized to execute any and all documents incidental to the transfer of the 
Assets including, but not limited to, the following: a) one or more agreements with the 
Intended Recipient providing for the transfer of title to any or all of the Assets, which 
agreements shall provide: i) that the Intended Recipient use the personal property in a 
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manner that primarily promotes the implementation or improvement of medical or 
educational services available to the public; and ii ) that the ownership of the Assets 
automatically reverts to the County if the entity at any time fails to use the personal 
property in that manner; and b) applications for export licenses with respect to any or all 
of the Assets, to the extent the County is required to make such applications, provided 
that such applications shall be made at the expense of the Intended Recipients; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Office of the President of the Board shall have 
full discretion to decline to proceed with the donation of any or all or the Assets to the 
Intended Recipient for any reason including, but not limited to, a belief that the Intended 
Recipient have been or will be unable to: a) remove the Assets, within a reasonable 
period of time, form a location or locations designated by the Cook County Director of 
Capital Planning and Policy (the “Director”); or b) obtain the financing required to ship, 
any or all of the Assets to their intended destinations in a reasonably appropriate and 
timely manner as determined by the Office of the President. The Office of the President 
shall further be authorized to make arrangements for the temporary storage of the Assets 
in connection with the removal and salvage of other equipment from the former Cook 
County Hospital. 

If any of the Assets are not transferred to the Intended Recipient as provided herein, the 
Director has the authority to dispose of such Assets, as salvage or as refuse.

(a) Unless expressly waived by the County Board, not less than Aa living wage 
for s e rvic e s p e rform e d or produc e d shall be paid to low e st wag e-i ndividuals e mploy e d by 
a each employee of any person or business entity awarded a contract or subcontract with 
the County or by a for-profit p e rson or busin e s s e ntity - of organization which has an 
owner-occupied property who that receives or renews a Class 6b or Class 9 property tax 
incentive, except in applications or renewals of Class 9 property incentives for supportive 
living facilities as c e rtifi e d by th e Stat e D e partm e nt of Public Aid. pur s u a nt -t o -C h a pt e r 
- 74, Ar t ic le H, Division 2 of this Cod e , - th e County R e a l Prop e rty A ssess m e nt 
Clas s ification Ordinanc e . 

(b) The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this section, shall have 
the meanings ascribed to them in this subsection, except where the context clearly 
indicates a different meaning: 
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Contract means any written agreement requiring Board approval whereby the 
County is committed to expend or does expend funds in connection with any contract or 
subcontract which requires in the performance thereof the employment of any number of 
full time non-county employees, including, but not limited to, the following 
classifications: cashier, clerical, custodial, day laborer, elevator operator, home and 
health care, laundry, leased employee, parking attendant, and security guard. The term 
"contract" shall not include contracts with not-for-profit organizations, community 
development block grants, President's Office of Employment Training, Sheriffs Work 
Alternative Program, or Department of Corrections inmates.

and health care, laundry, leased employee, parking attendant, and security guard. 

Employee means any individual permitted to work by an employer in an occupation 
but does not include any employer's parent, spouse or child or other members of his 
immediate family. This definition of employee may be further defined by the Bureau of 
Human Resources. 


Living wage means a minimum wage of no less than $9.43 per hour if employee 
health benefits are provided, or $11.78 per hour without health benefits. The employee 
health benefit contribution shall not exceed 25 percent of the health insurance premium. 
As of January 1, 2006, and each January 1 thereafter, the living wage shall be adjusted, 
using the most recent federal poverty guidelines for a family of four as published 
annually by the United States Department of Health and Human Services, to constitute 
the following: there will be an annual adjustment calculated as 100 percent of the federal 
poverty line for a family of four (as defined by the U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services) with health benefits and 125 percent of the federal poverty line for a 
family of four without health benefits. 

Not f For profit organization means any person, corporation , or business entity 
except those having tax exempt status under Section 501(C)(3) of the United States 
Internal Revenue Code and recognized under State not-for-profit law , or their respective 
successors . 

Property tax incentive means a reduction in the assessment level as set forth in 
Chapter 74, Article II, Division 2 of this Code for Class 6b industrial property or Class 9 
multifamily residential property. 

Supportive living facilities mean programs which establish an alternative to nursing 
home care for low income older persons and persons with disabilities under Medicaid and 
certified by the State Department of Public Aid. 

Wage means compensation due to an employee by reason of his employment, 
including allowances determined by the Bureau of Human Resources for gratuities, and 
when furnished by the employer, for meals and lodging actually used by the employee. 
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(c) Every contract shall contain a provision or provisions stipulating that they are 
currently paying the living wage required to be paid to the employees li st e d und e r listed 
under the definition of living wage set forth in this section and each such contract shall 
further contain provisions obligating the eligible contractor or subcontractor of such 
eligible contractor, to pay its employees for work at not less than the living wage. 

(d) Every for-profit p e rson - or bu si n e ss -e nti ty- e l' organization which has an owner- 
occupied property who that receives or renews a Class 6b or Class 9 property tax 
incentive, except as exempted herein for st at e- c -e rtift ed supportive living facilities, shall 
provide an affidavit to the applicable County agency stipulating that such person or 
business entity is currently paying the living wage required to be paid to the employees 
listed under the definition of living wage set forth in this section. 

(e) The Purchasing Agent shall require as part of the bidding and sole source 
procedure that any covered contractor provide the County certification of its compliance 
with this section. 

(f) Any contract that violates the provisions contained in this section shall be 
subject to cancellation by the County Board. Any Class 6b or Class 9 property tax 
incentive that violated the provisions contained in this Section shall be subject to 
cancellation by the County Board. 

(g) Any contractor disqualified from eligibility by the County Board shall be 
ineligible for two years following violation of this section. With respect to any Class 6b 
or Class 9 property tax incentive, any for profit organization found to have violated the 
provisions of this Section by the County Board shall be ineligible for any Class 6b or 
Class 9 property incentive for a period of two years from the date of the County Board's 
determination. 


(h) Annually, the County Assessor's Office shall review and analyze the property 
tax incentives program to determine whether the living wage program has resulted in less 
application for and utilization of the incentive classification. A report of this review shall 
be provided by the County Board. 

(i) This section shall apply to contracts advertised for bid or if not advertised for 
bid, approved for sole source or to for-profit persons or business entities of owner- 
occupied properties who receive a Class 6b or Class 9 property tax incentive on or after 
January 1,2005. 

(j) This section shall not apply to any applications or renewal of a Class 9 tax 
incentive, as provided under Chapter 74, Article II, Division 2 of this Code, for 
supportive living facilities certified by the State Department of Public Aid. 

(k) This section shall not apply to any contract with the County entered into prior 
to the effective date of the ordinance from which this Section is derived.

Chairman Murphy opened the meeting. The Secretary took attendance. No action was taken on 
Communication No. 285079. Chairman Murphy recessed the meeting. 

March 28, 2007 

The recessed meeting of Tuesday, March 13, 2007 of the Labor Subcommittee of the Board of 
Commissioners was reconvened on Wednesday, March 28, 2007 at the hour of 11:00 A.M. in the Board 
Room, Room 569, County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Chairman Murphy called on Commissioner Maldonado to speak on behalf of the Substitute Amendment 
to Communication No. 285079. 
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Commissioner Maldonado noted that the Substitute Amendment is the result of his consultation with the 
State's Attorney’s Office, the Assessor's Office and the Chief Financial Officer. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Beavers, moved the approval of the 
Substitute Amendment. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Maldonado provided the following clarification with regard to the Substitute Amendment: 
that the Substitute Amendments provides the means to enforce the Living Wage Ordinance. He touched 
on the main points of the Substitute Amendments: Owner-occupied, industrial properties (Class 8 
properties) are now included in the Living Wage Ordinance. The Chief Financial Officer makes the 
annual adjustment to the living wage, and notifies the employers of this or any other change to the living 
wage. Employers must notify current and prospective employees of the living wage. Employees can file 
formal complaints against their employers through the Cook County Commission on Human Rights, if a 
living wage is being withheld. Any company out of compliance with the Living Wage Ordinance will 
lose their tax exemptions and/or their contract with the County. 

Commissioner Maldonado clarified that the amended Living Wage Ordinance applies to both employers 
who have contracts with the County and employers who receive tax exemptions from the County. 

Chairman Murphy inquired whether there is a two-year waiting period before an employer who has not 
been in compliance can reapply for a tax exemption or contract with the County. 

Commissioner Maldonado replied that, while that was originally in the Ordinance, the current version 
allows that once the employer comes into compliance, they can apply to be reinstated. 

The Committee gave leave for Commissioner Sims to be added as a sponsor of the Substitute 
Amendment. 

Commissioner Maldonado noted that Cook County’s living wage is computed by taking the poverty 
threshold set by the federal government for a family of four and doubling this amount. Currently Cook 
County’s living wage is $9.43/hour. 

Commissioner Butler inquired as to who will be enforcing the living wage. 

Chairman Murphy replied that the Chief Financial Officer will require a yearly affidavit from every 
company attesting that they are in compliance. 

Commissioner Butler inquired as to who would police this. 

Chairman Murphy replied that an employee would have to file a complaint with the Cook County Human 
Rights Commission. 

Commissioner Butler inquired whether the State’s Attorney’s Office had reviewed the amended item. 

Commissioner Maldonado replied that the following entities, in addition to the State's Attorney's Office, 
have approved the amended item: Chief Financial Officer, Assessor, Assessor's Office, Purchasing 
Agent and the Human Rights Commission. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Beavers, moved the approval of 
Communication Number 285079, as amended.

Stat e D e partm e nt of Public A - kl, - pur s uant to Chapt e r - 74 — Art i cl e II V Divis i on - 2 of this Cod e , th e County 
R e a l Prop e rty As sess m e nt Classification Ordinanc e each employee of any employer that is awarded either 
(l)a contract or subcontract with the County, or (2) a property tax incentive for owner-occupied property . 

(b) The following words, terms and phrases, when used in this section, shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this subsection, except where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

Assessor means the Assessor of Cook County. 


Board means the Board of Commissioners of Cook County. 

Chief Financial Officer or “CFO” means the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County. 

Commission means the Cook County Commission on Human Rights. 

Contract means any written agreement r e pumng - Board a pprova l whereby the County is committed to 
expend or does expend funds in connection with any contract or subcontract which requires in the 
performance thereof the employment of any number of full-time non-county employees, including, but 
not limited to, the following classifications: cashier, clerical, custodial, day laborer, elevator operator, 
home and health care, laundry, leased employee, parking attendant, and security guard. The term 
"contract" shall not include contracts with not-for-profit organizations, community development block 
grants, President's Office of Employment Training, Sheriffs Work Alternative Program, or Department of 
Correction inmates. 

Comrac t ing agency m e an s th e County of Cook. 

Eligible contractors m e ans - any p e r s on or busin e ss e ntity award e d a contract or subcontract by th e 
County which r e q u ir es i n th e p e rformanc e th e r e of th e e mploym e nt of any numb e r of full tim e non county 
e mploy ee s, including, but not limit e d to, th e following e l a s s -i- fieat i on s f-cashi e r, cl e rical r -custodial, day 
labor e r, e l e vator op e ra t o r , Lom e and h e alth car e , laundry, l e as e d e mploy ee ; - parking att e ndant, and 
se c - a r i - ty gaar < L 
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Employee means any individual permitted to work on a full-time basis by an employer in an 
occupation pursuant either to work performed under a specific county contract or to work performed on 
the specific property for which the employer receives a property tax incentive. The term “employee'’ 
does not include an individual who is the employers parent, spouse or child or other members of the 
employer's immediate family. This definition of employee may be further defined by the Cook County 
Bureau of Human Resources. 


Employer means any person or business entity that employs one or more full-time employees, 
excluding the parent, spouse, child or other members of the employer’s immediate family. Employer 
does not include not-for-profit organizations. 

Living wage means a hhimhh h r wage of no less than $9.43 per hour if employee health benefits are 
provided, or $11.78 per hour without health benefits. The employee health benefit contribution shall not 
exceed 25 percent of the health insurance premium. As of January 1, 2006, and each January 1 thereafter, 
the CFO shall adjust the living wage sha ll-- b e adjust e d, using the most recent federal poverty guidelines 
for a family of four as published annually by the United States Department of Health and Human 
Services, to constitute the following: there will be an annual adjustment calculated as 100 percent of the 
federal poverty line for a family of four (as defined by the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services) with health benefits and 125 percent of the federal poverty line for a family of four without 
health benefits. 

Not-for-profit organization means a corporation having tax exempt status under Section 501(C)(3) of 
the United States Internal Revenue Code and recognized under State not-for-profit law. 

Property tax incentive means a reduction in the assessment level as set forth in Chapter 74, Article II, 
Division 2 of this Code for owner-occupied Class 6b industrial property, Class 8 industrial property, or 
Class 9 multifamily residential property. For the purpose of this Ordinance, “property tax incentive” shall 
not include a Class 9 designation granted to supportive living facilities, which establish an alternative to 
nursing home care for low income older persons and persons with disabilities under Medicaid and which 
are certified by the State Department of Public Aid pursuant to Chapter 74. Article II. Division 2 of this 
Code, the County Real Property Assessment Classification Ordinance. 

Purchasing Agent means the Purchasing Agent of Cook County,

Wane means compensation due to an employee by reason of his employment, including allowances 
for gratuities and for meals and lodging that are furnished by the employer and actually used by the 
employee. This definition of wage may be further defined by the Cook County Bureau of Human 
Resources.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the County should seek “floor leaders” in each 
legislative chamber to serve as regular spokespersons on County issues and that regular 
written communications to the President and to the County Board be established.

The first 
amendment states that other elected county officials would advise the County Board of government 
relations efforts prior to pursuing specific legislative initiatives. This reduces the risk of having other 
elected county officials in conflict on the same bill in Springfield. The second amendment removes the 
specific deadline dates and sets a policy to be followed. The third amendment establishes a standing 
opposition to preemption of home rule authority unless the President and Board otherwise direct, and also 
references the communications plan under which the Committee on Legislation, Intergovernmental and 
Veterans Relations is advised of all legislative efforts in Springfield on those particular bills.
